Chapter 1—Organization and
Description of Commission

20 CSR 2250-1.010 General Organization

PURPOSE: This rule complies with section
536.023(3), RSMo which requires each agen-
¢y to adopt as a rule a description of its oper-
ation and the methods and procedures where
the public may obtain information or make
submissions or requests.

(1) The Missouri Real Estate Commission,
an agency of the Division of Professional
Registration of the Department of Insurance,
Financial Institutions and Professional
Registration created by Chapter 339, RSMo
is responsible for the examination, licensing
and regulation of persons and firms who
engage in real estate business in this state as
a vocation.

(2) The commission consists of seven (7)
members who, except one (1) voting public
member, must have had at least ten (10) years
experience as a real estate broker. The mem-
bers are appointed by the governor with the
advice and consent of the senate. Each mem-
ber is appointed to a term of five (5) years.
One (1) of the members acts as chairman and
one (1) of the members acts as vice chair-
man.

(3) The commission may do all things neces-
sary to carry into effect the provisions of
Chapter 339, RSMo and may promulgate
from time-to-time necessary rules compatible
with the provisions of that chapter.

(4) The commission shall hold regular meet-
ings to review applications, complaints,
investigations and audits as well as transact
any necessary business as may properly come
before it.
